Dear Senator Hayden: 

This is in response to your lattar of 27 bepteraber H63 
requesting such comments as era may usure to make regarding the 
letter which you received from James L. .vinahan of Fort Worth, 
Texas, on the subject of Mexican uranium projects. 

The existence of uranium deposit# in the Mexican areas 
cited in Dr. Minahan's report had bean known for a dumber of 
years. Mexican intention to exploit these de >osits has also been 
known for some time. However, Mexico dose not have nor has 
there been any indication of immediate intent to build facilities 
for exploiting these deposits. 


The nature and present status of the Mexican nuclear energy 
program ie such that at the present time, or within the foreseeable 
future, exploitation of the cited deposits for military purposes 
would be beyond ite ca labilities. Mexican governmental controls 
established in 1950 and modified in 1952 preelude exoort of such 
materials under other than strict government control. 

At the present time, the International Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) has two specialists, one a U.S. trained Argentine and the 
other a V.S, citizen, in Mexico resisting the Mexican government in 
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serial and ground lumyi to dettet the presence of other uranium 
deposit*. This operation is strictly at the request of the Mexican 
government and the results would normally he available to all members 
of the I ALA. 

In my view, there is nothing in the re >ort by Dr, ‘inahan that 
would constitute a security risk along th* U. 3. -Mexican border. 

1 trust that this information will be of assistance to you in 
your communications with Dr. Minshan.
